Total unpaid taxes in Pickaway 
County for 1962 were $174,871 ac­ 
cording to a report from the of­ 
fice of Roger VV. Tracy, auditor of 
state. 
Delinquent taxes in surrounding 
counties were Franklin. $2,260,595; 
Fairfield, 
$99,354; 
Hocking $83,- 
364; Ross, $246,159; Fayette $31,- 
707; Madison $158,001. 
Monroe County had the lowest 
delinquent list with $24,630 report­ 
ed, while Cuyahoga was the high­ 
est with $12,141,708. 
For the fifth consecutive year, 
delinquent taxes in the state reach­ 
ed a new peak, totaling more than 
$56 million during 1962, according 
to compilations just completed by 
Auditor Tracy. 
The 
actual 
delinquency 
of 
$56,688,971 represented an increase 
of $3,359,326 over the 1961 delin­ 
quency. 
The records show that 
unpaid 
real estate and public utility taxes 
accounted for $32,624,465, or more 
than half of the delinquency. Hie 
unpaid tangible personal proper­ 
ty taxes amounted to $16,184,759.

Winter Flu 


Boosts U.S. 


Death Rate 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Births 
continued to decline during Feb­ 
ruary, but the death rate was up 
under the impact of the winter’s 
influenza epidemic. 
It 
was 
the 
20th 
consecutive 
month that the birth rate has gone 
down 
in 
comparison to similar 
months a year earlier. 
The Public Health Service, re ­ 
porting these statistics today, said 
the 
winter’s 
influenza 
epidemic 
had a heavy impact on the death 
rate. February’s rate of 11.2 per 
thousand 
population was among 
the highest monthly rate recorded 
in four epidemics since 1957. 
And, this monthly report said 
there were indications that the 
March death rate may go even 
higher than that of February. 
An 
estim ated 
314,000 
babies 
were bom during February com­ 
pared with 318,000 a year earlier. 
The rate was down to 21.8 per 
thousand population from 22.4, a 
drop of about 3 per cent. The 
fertility rate of 109 live births per 
thousand women in the childbear­ 
ing ages was also down 3 per 
cent. 
“The 12-month cumulative fig­ 
u r e s indicate a deepening in the 
decline of the birth rate,” the re ­ 
port said. It said that the decline 
for the 
12 
months ended with 
February was 3.9 per cent from 
the rate 
for 
the 
corresponding 
period 
ending 
in 
1962. 
By the 
same 
12-month 
comparison, 
the 
decline was 2.1 per cent from 
1961 to 1962.

In the past IO years only one 
top leader stepped aside because 
of 
a rule. This was 
President 
Eisenhower who served two terms 
and could not have run for a third, 
even if he had wished to, because 
the Constitution bans it. 
In 
Britain 
Winston 
Churchill, 
crowing feeble at 80. showed no 
desire to quit as prime minister 
until in 1955 his Cabinet prodded 
him into going. 
His successor as prime minister 
Anthony Eden, was pried loose in 
1957 after bad public reaction to 
the failure of the British-Freneh- 
Israeli attack on Egypt 
In 
Russia. 
Georgi 
Malenkov. 
who became premier when Stalin 
died in 1953, w7as pushed out in 
a power play. So was his succes­ 
sor, Nikolai Bulganin. The power - 
player was Khrushchev who be­ 
came premier in 1958 
Even in a country as small as 
South Korea, power had its fas-j 
cination. President Rhee, really ; 
dictator Rhee, saw his country 
through the Korean war hut at 78 
in 1960 was thrown out by a mil­ 
itary junta which has ruled since.

m eans an increase in the sensitiv­ 
ity of body cells and tissues when 
they are exposed to irritating sub­ 
stances. These offending substan­ 
ces are called “ allergens” . A non- 
allergic person is not affected by 
them . 
Any one of hundreds of different 
substances can be allergen that 
causes allergy. 
lf it is som ething w-e eat, the al­ 
lergen is called an “ ingestant’. It 
m ay be any food or com bination of 
foods. 
Ii the allergen is som ething we 
s m e l l , we call it an “ inhalant” . I 
This m ay be perfum e, smoke, dust 
a n i m a l dander, plants, grasses 
and pollens. 
If die allergen is som ething we 
touch it is called a “ C ontactant’. 
This m ay be fur, jew elry, cosm et­ 
ics, a plant or a dye. 
Drugs, serum s, heat, cold, 
air 
conditioning, germ s, viruses and 
infections are 
additional 
c a u s ­ 
es of alfergy. 
To find the specific offending al­ 
lergen is understandably difficult. 
Skin tests are very’ useful in de­ 
term ining the cause of allergy, es­ 
pecially if the allergen is an inhal-1 
ant or a contactant. T h e s e skin 
tests are painlessly perform ed by 
injecting or scratching the s k i n 
with m inute am ounts of variety of 
suspected substances. 
The 
skin’s 
reaction to the injected m aterial de­ 
term ines the degree of the body’s 
sensitivity. 
Often a careful history of the on 
set of an allergy from the point of 
view of tim e of the year, clim a te,> 
new c l o t h e s or new cosm etics 
will give im portant d u es to t h e 
cause of allergy. 
The psychological causes of a1- J 
lergy, too, m ust not be overrook 
ed. 
Allergy has m any s i g n s and 
sym ptom s. C o n s t a n t sneezing 
with a thin, w a t e r y nasal dis­ 


charge, and itching of the eves, is 
characteristic. 
Hay fever is the general term for 
any seasonal form of allergy of the 
nose. 
Lf it occurs in the Spring, hay fe­ 
ver is usually due to tree pollens. 
In the Sum m er, the grass poll­ 
ens are the offenders. 
In the FaH it is usually the ra g ­ 
weed fam ily. 
Swelling of the eyelids, the face 
and skin rashes and h i v e s are 
also be sym ptom s of an allergic 
response. 
Som etim es it takes great ingen­ 
uity and detective work to track 
down the culprit. 
For exam ple, 
swelling of the 
eyes m ay occur when women are 
sensitive to a particular kind of 
anil polish. 
One doctor actually reported a 
case in which a womans h i v e s 
disappeared 
when 
her 
husband 
left town. When he returned, the 
hives, did, too! 
It was found she had 
a psycho­ 
logical 
anergy to her husbands 
bad tem per. 
Bronchial asthm a is one of the 
m ost serious form s of allergy. It 
m ust be em phasized that here, too 
there m ay be psychological caus­ 
es. 
When the offending substance is 
discovered, it m ust be elim inated 
from the diet or from the environ­ 
m ent. 
There are techniques for desen­ 
sitizing a patient to the allergen. 
The antihistam ine drugs are very 
effective for the treatm ent of hay 
fever. They are used in conjunct­ 
ion with desensitization. Cortisone 
is used for the relief of severe cas­ 
es of anergy with 
d ram atic 
re ­ 
sults. 
The ultim ate hope of scientists is 
that soon a single injection m ay be 
sufficient to control even the se ­ 
verest form of allergy.

EAD YING th® outboard motor doesn’t require any special 
tools or mechanical aptitude. The following procedures, 
recommended by outboard manufacturers, probably will take 
only an hour or so, but will assure smooth running operation 
for the coming season. 
SPA R K PLUG S . . . lf they show signs of deterioration, replace 
them, otherwise they can be cleaned, gapped and re-used. De­ 
fective plugs result in rough idling, hard starting, and excessive 
fuel consumption. 
IGNITION SYSTEM . . . A spark checker should be used to 
test the breaker points, condenser, coil and wiring. 
F U E L SYSTEM . . . No problem if the carburetor was run dry 
last fall. However, the fuel filter bowl should be removed and 
both washed with neutral spirits or clean gasoline. The filter 
should be replaced lf it’s clogged. Check all fuel lines for leaks 
or cracks. All parts should be lubricated. Follow the owner’s 
manual on this. 
LO W ER U N IT . . . If you didn’t change the lubricant last fall, 
It should be drained and refilled now. Make sure it s full. Above 
photo shows how this is done. Also make sure the prop is not 
frayed or nicked. 
If there is any fuel left in the tank, dump i t It’s probably 
lost its ability to ignite properly. Fmally, give the motor a 
visual ins pee Lion. Look for loose screws, nicks and loose, wires. 
Use wax to protect the fiberglass® engine cover.

In New Ruling 


WASHINGTON (AP)—The U.S. 
Tax Court ruled in an Ohio case 
that 
tile penalty for making a 
fraudulent estate tax return is 50 
per cent of the tax deficiency, not 
50 per cent of the entire tax. 
The amount of deficiency and 
penalty that the estate of Harry i 
Stoll 
Leyman of Cincinnati will 
have 
to pay was not given, 
but 
figures used by the court in ar­ 
riving at the decision indicate a 
savings of around $1 million by 
the heirs. 
Tile decision came in an appeal 
from an Internal Revenue Service 
determination of a 81.804.228 tax 
deficiency and a $1,930,350 penalty

charge, the tax court said.
